Eureka, Cal., July 23.—Hourly the 
death list of the marine horror off the 
Mendocino county coast shrinks The 
best advices are that 177 of the 210 
flouts on board the steamer Columbia 
escaped neath when that vessel went 
to the bottom near Shelter Cove be­ 
tween midnight and I o’clock of Sun­ 
day morning 
One hundred and seven 
of the 
Columbia's 
passengers 
and 
thirty-seven of her crew have been 
brought to this port by the steamer 
George W, Elder, which towed the 
colliding schooner San Pedro from the 
•cene- of the disaster to Eureka. 
A 
late message from Shelter Cove says 
that th r e e more lifeboats have been 
picked up. one of them containing 
eighteen persons, another fifteen, and 
the third’s number not reported. 
The survivors who were brought to 
this {Tort a r e being cared for at hotels 
and in private houses. 
The citizens 
of Eureka 
have supplied 
sufficient 
quantities of clothing and all neces­ 
sary medical attention without stint 
or price 
A committee of citizens un­ 
der the leadership 
of Mayor Ricks 
has charged itself with the duties of 
the hour and is performing them with 
energy and all possible speed 
The Columbia’s passenger list shows 
that in her cabin she carried 78 men 
and 90 women and girls; in her steer­ 
age 20 men and I woman, a total of 
189. 
Discrepancies, however, between 
the full list furnished the purser on

lowing salt water and shortly after

Two hours after the wreck the fog 
flfted and a cold wind commenced to 
blow 
The people in the boats suf­ 
fered greatly. 
O. Swanson,

to Sailors’ Agent John Erickson tile 
blame is laid upon the Columbia’s offi­ 
cers. 
Other members of the crew of 
the San Pedro substantiated the story 
of Swanson. 
Pie says that the order 
was given to him when the lookout 
sighted the Columbia to put the wheel 
hard aport. 
Three points aport car 
ried the San Pedro seaward apparent­ 
ly out of the way of the approaching 
vessel, whose name at that time was

The Columbia was on the 
coast side, the San Pedro on the sea 
side. 
Apparently both vessels were 
proceeding at full speed. 
If all had

Whether the speed of each vessel was 
slacked is immaterial, for the crash 
of the vessels was terrific.

of

the forward hatch allowed the water

“The fact is that if a m an has a 
great body of low grade ore that he 
must have a force of men to work aud 
ship to the smelters lie m ust record it. 
But if he has a rich spot with free 
gold easily handled, it is not necessary, 
anil many tim es one d oesn ’t care to 
have the world know ?»bout it and have 
everybody coming to dig all around. 
It often leads t > troubles an I litigation, 
jum ping and all that s >rt of thing. 
“ lf a property is in the m ountains 
it is more necessary to record it, for 
it is easier fontal. A m an eau be fol­ 
low ed in the m ountains, but never out 
on the desert. 
I would like to sec* the 
mail w ho could follow me oil the des­ 
ert if I don't w ant him to. 
I’ll give 
him a eh/ go that will m ake him very 
sick of his job. 
Of course "in such 
cases a claim Is never left unguarded, 
as som e one might stum ble upon it by 
accident. 
In such case {assession will 
be nine points of the law. 
“This is so not only about mines, I ‘ut 
also about private secret w ater holes. 
You know some of these give so little 
writer that once known to the general 
public they would be of no use to those 
w h o weut to big trouble finding them 
<nr to any one else very soon, so they 
never tell. 
Let one w ho has such a 
place bidden find one in need he will 
share Ills water, and, if necessary, he 
will go aud bring back a supply, but 
the other fellow doesn’t know where 
it com es from. 
T h a t’s the finder's se ­ 
cret. 
“Of course there are public w atering 
places, 
especially 
along 
the 
stage 
routes. 
Some w ells have been dug by 
Individuals or com panies w ho sell w a ­ 
ter. 
Lots of money has l>een expended 
in this way. 
The w ater problem is 
Indeed a serious one on the desert. 
“At som e of the cam ps water is haul­ 
ed by team and sells for as high as $9 
a barrel. 
People w ho don’t know think 
that is a terrible price, but it really 
leaves a very small profit for the long 
haul and the tim e lost and feed of 
team s. 
Often much of the w ater with 
w hich one starts is used up by the 
horses ”
